Hi Folks, 

If you recall, the crosswalk at Melrose and Vermont has decorative red paint. DOT has 
received a request to redo the crosswalk because the paint and lines are fading. However, 
DOT does not do decorative crosswalks. They can install the continental crosswalk 
instead (thick white lines like in the be Beatles Abbey Road album cover). 

Since this is within the EH BID, I wanted to let you know in case you are interested in 
keeping (thus funding) the decorative (red paint). 

I don't have a cost estimate yet, but I can find that out if there is any interest on your end.
